A s we drifted out of church people 
were saying that it was a fine, help­ 
ful discourse, and they could take' a 
fresh grip on life, now 
that 
they 
could dism iss all anxiety as to A aron’s 
true character; but to me it seemed 
the climax of futility. 
It is hard for 
m e to get excited over the doings of 
people who died five or six thousand 
years ago, when I know dozens 
of 
good men who are out of work, and 
whose children are wading 
through 
snowdrifts in open-work shoes. 
At the tim e when this sermon was 
delivered the profiteers of the town 
had jacked up the rents to such 
a 
degree that people in moderate cir­ 
cum stances couldn’t have roofs over 
their heads, and scores of 
fam ilies 
were living in 
tents, 
although 
the 
nights were bitter cold. 
There were 
a hundred vital problems shrieking for 
solution— problems of the present day 
and age— and a man of education and 
g ifts could find it in his heart 
to 
preach of Aaron and the golden calf I 
Why don’t men go to church? 
We 
hear the question every day, and a 
thousand answers are given, and a 
thousand reasons may be advanced, 
each one with a basis of truth. 
It has been my fortune 
to 
spend 
most of my life in towns of about 
10,000 inhabitants. 
The W est is lib­ 
erally supplied with such towns. Each 
state has about a dozen of them. 
In 
their youth these towns were going 
to be new Chicagos; they had the 
Natural A dvantages, and the Pep and 
Punch, and their 
Leading 
Business 
Men were born boosters, and nothing 
could head them off 
from 
crim son 
glory and undying fam e. 
They grew 
and grew, like the beanstalk of h is­ 
tory, until they reached the ten-thou­ 
sand mark, 
and 
they stuck there, 
and never grew any more. 
It is as a 
lifelong resident in such towns that I 
refer to the church-going question—a 
topic one m ust approach with his hat 
off. 
A lfalfa Center has its 10,000 inhab­ 


itants ami has stagnated there 
for­ 
ever. 
She 
has 
eighteen 
churches. 
Two of them are wel attended and 
seem prosperous. 
The pastors draw 
salaries on which they can live in 
reasonable com fort, and 
they 
wear 
taiior-m ade clothes 
and 
hold 
their 
heads high as pastors should, for the 
church and its ministers should 
be 
dignified, and not objects of compas­ 
sion. 
These two churches have pipe 
organs and choirs, and the music is 
so good that anesthetics are not ne­ 
cessary. 
The other c hurches ar«> just scratch­ 
ing along the best they can. 
Each 
ha- its m inister wrho believes he was 
“called” to his sacred work, and that 
he is doing good in the world. But he 
is shabby and his church is shabby, 
and his stipend is a pitiful thing. The 
mem bers of his church are 
mostly 
women, and they have 
to 
organize 
church suppers and bazaars and pass 
the hat in one way or another 
to 
buy the pastor new skippers and pro-| 
vide coal and kerosene for the church. 
You must live in a small town 
to 
understand the heartbreaking shifts 
the women resort 
to, 
to keep 
the 
bankrupt churches going. 


On a sablxath morning the minister 
appears in 
his 
pulpit to deliver a 
helpful discourse. 
His congregation 
is the size of a corporal’s guard. A 
few people scattered in the pews, here 
and there. 
The church is too hot or 
too cold. 
There is a broken window’ 
and a hole in the roof. No man born 
of woman could make a talk worth 
while, under such conditions. 
In his 
youth the m inister probably was filled 
with 
righteousness, enthusiasm , but 
he is grow ing old, and he has seen 
no results after years of work, and 
his (people sit before him like graven 
im ages, and a cold wind is Wowing on 
the back of his neck, and so he can 
only drone through a tiresome sermon 
treating of things thousands of year< 
old. when the world is aching with 
today’s sickness and weariness. 
Men don’t go to his church; the 
atmosphere of such a place 
would 
m akes them blue for a week, 
in these 
modern 
times 
the institution 
that 
would command the respect and sup­ 
port of men must be solvent. 
We hear much about the Men in 
the Street, the Toms, Dicks and Har- 
rys, as 
the 
ones 
wrho 
shun 
the 
churches. 
W ell, Tom, Dick and Harry 
haven’t much use for the concern that 
is shabby and run down at the heel, 
w hether the concern be a church or 
a movie theater. 
Every W estern town of 10,000 has 
from fifteen 
to 
twenty 
chuhches. 
These separate churches exist because 
of doctrinal differences w’hich seem 
im portant to theologians, but w’hich 
look like piffle to Tom. Dick and Har­ 
ry. 
These superficial gents have the 
idea that 
the 
fifteen 
or 
twenty 
churches could consolidate, pool their 
resources, and have one fine 
taber­ 
nacle. with a humdinger of a preach­ 
er, and music that would be more at­ 
tractive that a joy-ride in a henrycar. 
W hy not pay $10,000 a year to a real 
pulpit orator instead of distributing 
it to fifteen or 
twenty 
discouraged 
divines who have to wear 
patched 
pants in the pulpit? 
The proposition 
seem s reasonable to Tom, Dick and 
H arry; but the elders of the churches 
sw eat blood when such a thing m en­ 
tioned. 
The First Vegetarian Church 
unite with the Reformed Calvinistie 
Church! 
Treason! 
Send for the po 
dice and fire departm ent at once. 
The churches 
won’t «get 
together 
anti offer an 
attractive 
program 
B etter continue the age 
old policy, 
em bracing 
shabby 
buildings 
and 
Starved preachers, than 
compromise 
on any small point of doctrine. 
The 
F irst Vegetarian Church holds to the 
theory that the collection should 
be 
taken up by a man; the Calvinistie 
church perm its 
women 
to perform 
this function. 
Such a gull can never 
b<* bridged merely as a bid for popu 
lar favor. 
Why don’t men go to church ? The 
question is so urgent that in several 
Kansas towns the “drive” machinery 
is at w’ork, dragooning people into 
the synagogue. 
The towns art* can­ 
vassed by squads of W illing Workers, 
headed by captains, and every citizen 
is asked to make the pledge that he 
will go to church the follow ing Sun­ 


day. 
The next legislature will be a>ked 
to pass a law requiring people to go 
to church, or face a penalty. 
And of 
course the pastors, 
w’ho 
know so 
much more about theology than about 
human nature, are eagerly back 
of 
thus movement, and if the law is not 
placed upon the books it w ill not be 
their fault. 
And here we see one major reason 
why Tom, Dick and Harry are weary 
of the church and its m inisters. These 
m inisters are like the Bourbon they 
learn anything, and never forget any­ 
thing. 
They can t realize that the 
people now 
on earth 
have 
liberal 
minds, that they resent being driven 
and coerced. 
Propose any sort of law that will 
make people uncomfortable and de­ 
prive 
them 
of some pleasure 
or 
amusement and the 
.preachers 
are 
back of it, as one man. 
They 
are 
animated by the same old spirit that 
governed when people were burned at 


the stake because their belief wrt 
ferent from the belief of those who 
had the power to burn them. 
We should find tolerance and kind­ 
ness and patience in the church, but 
these virtues are not there. 
It should 
strive to lead men by moral suasion, 
but it wants to drive them with 
a 
spiked club. 
A dm itting that the preachers are 
right in trying to legislate evil out 
of existence, is Jt a good policy, if 
they really desire to increase 
the 
church 
m embership 
and lure Tom , 
Dick and Harry into the long-drawn 
aisles and fretted vaults of the ca­ 
thedral ? 
Tom, Dick anti Harry smoke to­ 
bacco. 
So did Raleigh and Tennyson 
and Carlyle and 
Fitagerald and 
a 
hundred great men. 
Tobacco is one of the great bless- 
ngs of the world. 
Because of its use 
thousands of men are quiet, law-abid­ 
ing citizens, who would otherwise be 
anarchists; for its soothing influence 
m akes men contented with their lot, 
and L an antidote to angry passions. 
Kbe weary toiler returns to bis cot­ 
tage in the evening feeling that he 
is ground down by the iron heel of 
tyranny; but when 
he sits on the 
front porch with his pipe in his shelf- 
worn face, and sm o k e s a few stanzas, 
he cnooludes that the world is a pret­ 
ty fair resort, after all, and forgets 
his resentment. 
The peace of count­ 
ess 
fam ilies is 
maintained because 
the Old Man gets solace from 
his 
pipe. 
Tobacco contributes to the friend­ 
liness and good understanding of the 
world. 
There is no scriptural injunc­ 
tion against it- usm.*, and 
no 
sound 
moral argum ent against it. 
But now 
the 
reform ers 
are 
cam paigning 
against tobacco, and they will have 
the united support of the churches. 
The pastor maddens Tom, Dick and 
Harry by trying to deprive them of 
the chief comfort of their misfit lives, 
an dthefi wondering why these m is­ 
guided individuals don’t put on their 
lavender neckties and go to the sanct­ 
uary to hear him prea h. 
As remarked in the opening section 
of thb essay, the freeborn American 
citizen can be induced to do alm ost 
anything, if properly approcthed; but 
our friends the parsons have a posi­ 
tive genius 
for 
taking 
the wrong 
way. 
If the reverend gentlem en are 
convince that tobacco is an evil, they 
are privileged to angue against 
it 
and persuade people to baandon the 
habit; 
ami 
they 
will be considered 
good sports. 
But nothing will do but 
a law making it a felony to he found 
with a pipe or cigar. 
Many 
drastic 
laws 
governing 
American life are now 
threatened, 
and the preachers are backing all of 
them, and have suggested some 
them. 
Among other proposed laws i- 
one making it a crim e to drive an 
auto on the Sabbath. 
Countless good citizens go to church 
on Sunday morning, with their w ives, 
children and aunts; they chip in liber­ 
ally when the contribution box comes 
along; they dig up to paint the church 
and pay the janitor and give the pas­ 
tor a set of false teeth as a ( hrist- 
mas present. 
They listen with in­ 
terest to sermons based on ancient 
history, and when the services are ov 
er, and they have eaten some canned 


b e a n s , they back the fam ily auto out 
of the garage and take the wives, 
children and aunts 
for 
« leisurely 
trip in the country, where the beau­ 
ties of nature may be observed w ith­ 
out extra charge. 
These excelent citizen- 
work 
all 
through the week in 
their 
offices, 
shops, or stores, and have no oth< r 
opportunity to get a 
slant at 
the 
beauties of nature. 
And when theii 
little harm less excursions ate forb <1- 
den by law, under pain of a life sen­ 
tence to the penitentiary, their en­ 
thusiasm for the church, that h e lp e d 
to clamp down such a law, may be 
i m a g i n e d . 
It this law 
actually 
*s 
placed upon the books, and I expect 
it will be, for the reform ers n o w a ­ 
days seem able to 
put 
anything 
acros, it will deprive the churches of 
tens of thousand« of their most liber­ 
al supporters. 
One trouble with the preacher- is 
that they know nothing of human na­ 
ture. 
They liv„e in a little sheltered 
world of their own; they 
are sur­ 
rounded by women, and their prob­ 
lems ae chiefly concerned with the 
next oyster or Sabbath School picnic. 
They are aloof from the real life of 
this world. 
1 have lived in two town- where | 
three were colleges in which young 
men were* prepared for the m inistry. 1 
Most of the young men came from 
the fam s, where the curent problems ( 
had to do with setting hens and cow- 
going dry. 
From the college they 
went forth into the churches; young 
men, full of pious zeal, but knowing 
absolutely nothing of human life, hu­ 
man burdens, human tears and s u f f e r ­ 
ing. What com fort could these young 
men preachers give to the 
weary and 
heavy-laden? The m ajority of clergy­ 
men travel the sam e pathway into 
the church. 
All they know is theo­ 
logy, and theology is a cold, dead 
thing. 
If a man would give a real 
com fort, real service, he must have

lived like a human being. 
It would -be a good thing for the 
churches if all the young preachers 
ha<l to graduate from the missions 
in the slants, if for a season they had 
to he close to real misery, hardship, 
suffering ami poverty. 
Once having entered the church, the 
young preachers art remote from ev­ 
ery genuine human interest. 
They 
have a natural desire t<* display the 
tradition they gained in college and 
they deliver sermons 
full of sound 
and fury which, for all their applica­ 
bility to human affairs, might as well 
be delivered in 
Sjutzbergen 
as in 
Kansas or Georgia. 
The longer they 
are in the ministry the more remote 
they become from the real life aound 
them; the very garb they wear keeps 
them in a class by them «elves. They 
have no understanding of the human 
attributes of Tom, Dick and Harry; 
and yet they unwisely determine to 
regulate thefce delegates by law, while 
urging them to go to church. 
Prohibition without doubt is a good 
thing, or. will be when it has settled 
down; hut its enforcement was fol­ 
lowed by the greatest crime 
wave 
this country ever endured, and 
that 
crime wave still sweeps the land, to 
th eterror of policemen and jurists.

000), to apply on reparations obliga­ 


tio n s will be in the negative, it was 
unofficially stated today. 


The allied reparations commission, 
in a note sent March 16, demanding 
fulfillment by Germany of article 235 
of the peace treaty, notified the Ger­ 
man Government that it must pay 1,- 
000,000,000 marks, gold, before March 
23, and that she must complete the 
pament of 20,000,000,000 marks, gold, 
by May 1.

April 1 to submit a proposal to pay

marks otherwise than in cash, having 
the privilege to bring forward a plan 
for a foreign loan, the proceeds of 
which should be payable to the com­ 
mission.

will not soon forget.

Upon a recent Sabbath afternoon I 
adjusted my person 
in 
a 
rocking- 
chair on the front porch, and prepar­ 
ed to have a good time reading Fox’s 
“Book of M artyrs." 
Samuel Jingle- 
son, my next-door neighbor, was fix­ 
ing the tin roof on his kitchen, 
and 
making a great clatter, which dis­ 
turbed me slightly, but not enough 
to stir my wrath. 
Presently, however, Aunt 
Dorcas 
came out of the house quite indignant. 
“It is a shame,’ she said, "the way 
that man next door destroys the peace 
of the Sabbath, with his hammering 
and swearing. 
I have been trying to 
read Charlie Spurgeon’s sermons, and 
can’t g**t any sense out of them for 
the noise. 
If you had the spirit of a 
' grasshopper you would go over there 
I and tell him where to get ofT." 
I have more spirit than many grass­ 
hoppers, and I went over to Jingle- 
son’s, and climbed the ladder until 
my face was flush with the roof, and 
then spoke in a commanding tone of 
voice, ordering him to cease his un­ 
holy racket. 
In an equally command­ 
ing tone he instructed me to go to 
the creek and immerse my head. 
Whereupon I adopted 
argum enta­ 
tive tactics, and pointed out that his 
course* w’as morally wrong, and 
a 
violation of one 
of the 
command­ 
ments. 
Then he argued 
at 
great 
length that Saturday, and not Sun- 
lay, is the Sabbath, and consequently 
he was violating no law or command­ 
ment. 
Seeing that argument would 
lead us nowhere, I appealed to him, 
as a gentleman and scholar, to cut 
>ut the noise, since he greatly dis­ 
turbed my aunt. 
“Why didn’t you say so in the first 
place?" he inquired. 
"No man can 
.say that Samuel Adolphus Jingleson 
ever willfuly ami wantonly annoyed 
the ladies.” 
Then he gathered up his tools and 
lid off the tin roof and broke a leg 
when he hit the ground. 
The moral of this modern instance 
is that you can get the freeborn Amer­ 
ican citizen to do anything if you ap­ 
proach him in the right way. 
That 
forenoon 
I 
had 
attended 
church. The pastor was a man of del­ 
icate physique and spiritual face. His 
hands were small and 
White, 
like 
those of a woman, and he was pardon 
ably proud of them, keeping them in 
view all the time. 
He had a musical 
caressing voice. 
He seemed a crea­ 
ture remote from all contact with 
modern life. 
It was impossible to 
imagine him crawling under an auto­ 
mobile to see what in thunder was 
the m atter with the crank-case, 
or 
rearing up from the bleachers to ex 
press a few drastic sentiments con­ 
cerning the umpire. 
His sermon was a sort of vindica­ 
tion of Aaron, so far as I could under­ 
stand it before I dropped off to sleep 
It seemed that Aaron, in the absence 
of Moses, weakly yielded to 
the de 
mads of the Israelites and erected the 
golden calf. 
The parson 
admittec 
that this was a bad break, but seem­ 
ed to think it rather an error of judg­ 
ment, an not an indication of infer 
ior character. 
He was outlining the 
circumstances that led up to Aaron’s 
mistake when I lost consciousness. 
As we drifted out of church people 
were saying that it was a fine, help 
ful discourse, and they could taker a 
fresh grip on life, now 
that 
they 
could dismiss ail anxiety as to Aaron’s 
true character; but to me it seemed 
the climax of futility. It is hard for 
me to get excited over the doings of 
people who died fiVe or six thousand 
years ago, when I know dozens 
of 
good men who are out of work, and 
whose children are wading 
through 
snowdrifts in open-work shoes. 
At the time when this sermon was 
delivered the profiteers of the town 
had jacked up the rents to such 
degree that people in moderate cir 
cumstances couldn’t have roofs over 
their heads, and scores of families 
were living in 
tents, 
although 
the 
nights were bitter cold. 
There were 
a hundred vital problems shrieking for 
s o lu tio n — problems of the present day 
and age—and a man of education and 
gifts could find it in his heart 
to 
preach of Aaron and the golden calf! 
Why don’t men go to church? 
We 
hear the question every day, and a 
thousand answers are given, and a 
thousand reasons may be advanced, 
each one with a basis of truth. 
It has been my fortune 
to 
spend 
most of my life in towns of about 
10,000 inhabitants. 
The W est is lib­ 
erally supplied with such towns. Each 
state has about a dozen of them. 
In 
tiheir youth these towns were going 
to be new Chicagos; they had the 
Natural Advantages, and the Pep and 
Punch, and their Leading 
Business 
Men were born boosters, and nothing 
could head them off 
from 
crimson 
glory and undying faime. 
They grew 
and grew, like the beanstalk of his­ 
tory, until they reached the ten-thou­ 
sand mark, 
and 
they stuck there, 
and never grew any more. It it aa a 
lifelong resident in such towns that I 
refer to the church-going question—a 
topic one must approach with his hat 
off,. 
Alfalfa Center has its 10,000 inhab­ 


itants and has stagnated .there 
for­ 
ever. 
She 
has 
eighteen 
churches. 
Two of them are wel attended and 
seem prosperous. 
The pastors draw 
salaries on which they ran live in 
reasonable comfort, and 
they 
wear 
taiior-made clothes 
and 
hold 
their 
head* high as paators should, for tho 
hureh and its ministers should 
be 
Mgnified, and not objects of compas­ 
sion. 
These two churches have pipe 
organs and choirs, and the music is 
so good that anesthetics are not ne­ 
cessary. 
The other churches are just scratrh- 
ing along the best they can. 
Each 
has its minister who believe* he was 
called" to his sacred work, ami that 
he is doing good in the world. But he 
is shabby and his church is shabby, 
and his stipend is a pitiful thing. The 
members of his church are 
mostly 
women, and they have 
to 
organize 
hureh suppers and bazaars and pass 
the hat in one way or another 
to 
buy the pastor new slippers and pro- 
kle coal and kerosene for the church. 
You nvust live in a small town 
to 
understand the heartbreaking shifts 
the women resort 
to, 
to keep 
the 
bankrupt churches going. 
On a saliliath morning the minister 
appears in 
his 
pulpit to deliver a 
helpful discourse. 
His congregation 
is the size of a corporal’s guard. A 
few people scattered in the pews, here 
and there. 
The church is too hot or 
too cold. 
There is a broken window 
and a hole in the roof. No ntan born 
of woman could make a talk worth 
while, under such conditions. 
In his 
youth the minister probably was filled 
with righteousness, enthusiasm, but 
he is growing old, and he has seen 
no results after years of work, and 
his people sit before him like graven 
images, and « cold wind is blowing on 
the »back of his neck, and so he can 
only drone through a tiresome sermon 
treating of things thousands of years 
old, when the world is aching with 
today’s sickness and weariness. 
Men don’t go to his church; the 
atmosphere of such a place 
would 
makes them blue for a week. In these 
modern times the institution 
that 
would command the respect and sup­ 
port of men must be solvent. 
We hear much about the Men in 
the Street, the Toms, Dicks and Har 
rys, as 
the 
ones 
who 
shun 
the 
churches. Well, Tom, Dick and Harry 
laven’t much use for the concern that 
vs shabby and run down at the heel, 
whether the concern be a church or 
movie theater. 
Every Western town of 10,000 has 
from fifteen 
to 
twenty 
chuhehes 
These separate churohes exist because 
of doctrinal differences which seem 
important to theologians, but which 
look like piffle to Tom. Dick and Har­ 
ry. 
These superficial gents have the 
idea that 
the 
fifteen 
or 
twenty 
churches could consolidate, pool their 
resources, and have one fine 
taber­ 
nacle. with .a humdinger of a preach­ 
er, and music that would be more at­ 
tractive that a joy-ride in a henry car 
Why not pay $10,000 a year to a real 
pulpit orator instead of distributing 
it to fifteen or 
twenty 
discouraged 
divines who have to wear 
patched 
pants in the pulpit? 
The proposition 
seems reasonable to Tom, Dick and 
H arry; but the elders of the churches 
Bweat blood when such a thing men 
tioned. The First Vegetarian Church 
unite with the Reformed Calvinistic 
Church! 
Treason! 
Send for the po 
iice and fire department at once. 
The churches won’t get together 
and offer an 
attractive 
program 
Better continue the age 
old policy 
embracing 
shabby 
buildings 
and 
starved preachers, than 
compromise 
on any small point of doctrine. 
The 
First Vegetarian Church holds to the 
theory that the collection should 
be 
taken up by a man; the Calvinistic 
church permits 
women 
to perform 
this function. Such a gulf can never 
be bridged merely as a bid for popu 
lar favor. 
Why don’t men go to church? The 
question is so urgent that in several 
Kansas towns the "drive" machinery 
is at work, dragooning people into 
the synagogue. 
The towns are can­ 
vassed by squads of Willing Workers, 
headed by captains, and every citizen 
is asked to make the pledge that he 
will go to church the following Sun­ 
day. 
The next legislature will be asked 
to pass a law requiring people to go 
to church, or face a penalty. 
And of 
course the pastors, 
who 
know so 
much more about theology than about 
human nature, are eagerly back 
of 
thus movement, and if the law’ is not 
placed upon the books it will not be 
their fault. 
And here we see one major reason 
why Tom, Dick and Harry are weary 
of the church and its ministers. These 
ministers are like the Bourbon they 
learn anything, and never forget any­ 
thing.

and coerced. 
Propose any sort of law th at will 
make people uncomfortable and de­ 
prive 
them 
of some pleasure 
or 
amusement and the 
preachers 
are 
back of it, as one man. 
They 
are 
animated by the same old spirit that 
governed when people were burned at I 


the stake because their belief wi« dif­ 
ferent from the belief of tho«»* who 
had the |x*wer to burn them. 
We should find tolerance and kind­ 
ness and patience in the church, but 
these virtue*« are not there. 
It should 
strive to lead men by moral suasion, 
but it wants t«» drive th««m with 
a 
»spiked club. 
Admitting that thr preachers are 
right in trying to legislate evil out 
of existence, i* it a good policy, if 
they really desire to increase 
the 
church 
membership 
and lur«* Tom, 
Dick ami Harry into the long-drawn 
aisles and fretted vaults of the ca­ 
thedral ? 
Toni. Dick and Harry smoke to­ 
bacco. 
So did Raleigh and Tennyson 
and Carlyle and Fitagerald and 
a 
hundred great men. 
Tobacco is one of the great bless­ 
ings of the world. Because of its use 
thousands of men are quiet, law-abid­ 
ing citizens, who would otherwise In* 
anarchists; for its soothing influence 
makes men contented with their lot. 
and is an antidote to angry passions. 
Khe weary toiler returns to bis cot­ 
tage in the evening feeling that hi* 
is ground down by the iron heel of 
tyranny; but when 
he sits on the 
front porch with his pipe in his shelf- 
worn face, and smokes a few stanzas, 
he enodudes that the world is a pret­ 
ty fair resort, after all, and forgets 
his resentment. 
The peace of count­ 
less families is maintained because 
the Old Man gets solace from his 
pil**. 
Tobacco contributes to the friend­ 
liness and good understanding of tha 
world. There is no scriptural injunc­ 
tion against its use. ami 
no 
sound 
moral argument against it. 
But now 
the 
reformers 
are 
campaigning 
against tobacco, ami they will have 
the united support of the churches. 
The pastor maddens Tom, Dick and 
Harry by trying to deprive them of 
the chief comfort of their misfit lives, 
an dthen wondering why these mis 
guided individuals don’t put on their 
lavender necktie* ami go to the sanct­ 
uary to hear him preach. 
As remarked in the opening section 
of this essay, the freeborn American 
citizen can be induced to do almost 
anything, if properly approcahed; but 
our friends the parsons have a posi­ 
tive genius for taking the wrong 
way. 
If the reverend gentlemen are 
convince that tobacco is an evil, they 
are privileged to argue against 
it 
and persuade people to baandon the 
habit; ami they will be considered 
good sports. 
But nothing will do but 
a law making it a felony to he found 
with a pipe or cigar. 
Many 
drastic 
laws 
governing 
American life are mow 
threaten«!, 
and the preachers are backing all of 
them, and have suggested some of 
them. 
Among other proposed laws is 
one making it a crime to drive an 
auto on the Sabbath. 
Countless good citizens go to church 
on Sunday morning, with their wives, 
children and aunts; they chip in liber­ 
ally when tbe contribution box comes 
along; they dig up to paint the church 
and pay the janitor and give the pas­ 
tor a set of false teeth as a Christ­ 
mas present. 
They listen with in­ 
terest to sermons based on ancient 
history, and when the services are ov­ 
er, and they have eaten some canned 
beans, they back the family auto out 
of the garage and take the wives, 
children and aunts 
for 
a leisurely 
trip in the country, where the beau­ 
ties of nature may be observed with­ 
out extra charge. 
These excelent citizens 
work all 
through the week in 
their 
otlices, 
shops, or stores, and have no other 
opportunity to get a 
slant at 
the 
beauties of nature. 
And when their 
Kittle harmless excursions are forbid­ 
den by law, under pain of a life sen­ 
tence to the penitentiary, their en­ 
thusiasm for the church, that helped 
to clamp down such a law, may be 
imagined. 
If this law 
actually 
is 
placed upon the books, and I expect 
it will be, for the reformers nowa­ 
days 
seem able to put 
anything 
acros, it will deprive the churches of 
tens of thousands of their most liber­ 
al supporters. 
One trouble with the preachers is 
that they know nothing of human na­ 
ture. 
They live in a little sheltered 
world of their own; they are sur­ 
rounded by women, and their prob­ 
lems 
ae chiefly concerned with the 
next oyster or Sabbath School picnic. 
They are aloof from the real life of 
this world. 
I have lived in two towns where 
three were colleges in wrhieh young 
men were prepared for the ministry. 
Most of the young men came from 
the fams, where the curent problem s 
had to do with setting hens and cows 
going dry. 
From the college they 
went forth into the churches; young 
men, full of pious zeal, but knowing 
absolutely nothing of human life, hu­ 
man burdens, human tears and suffer­ 
ing. What comfort could these young 
men preachers give to the weary and 
heavy-laden? The majority of clergy­ 
men travel the same pathway into 
the church. 
All they know is theo­ 
logy. and theology is a cold, dead 
thing. 
If a man would give a real 
comfort, real service, he must have 
Continued on next page.
